Enclosed is a copy of a telegram, and translation thereof, 
from Prince Norodom Sihanouk to the President, expressing 
Sihanouk's thanks for the United States border declaration and 
his view that resumption of normal relations should follow in 

the near future. Sihanouk's message has just been published 
in Phnom Penh. 

Although Sihanouk's message is an acknowledgement of the 
U.S. declaration and does not, therefore, require an. answer, 
we think it would be useful for the President to send the * 
enclosed reply. A reply will gratify Prince Sihanouk and will 
provide a prompt response to Sihanouk's renewed overtures for 
the resumption of diplomatic relations. (We expect to consult 
the Australian Government Monday about the dispatch of an FSO 
to Phnom Penh under their auspices to make preliminary admin- 
istrative arrangements for the reopening; ass umi ng that the 
Australians raise no objection we shall inform the RKG of our 
intentions a few days later.)
